One of the lnut remarkable
instances of youthful precocily
on record is that related by the
charming waiter of “Evenings
with the Sacred Poels,” concern-
ing the author of our beautiful
hymn—-

A morial man sehaed 'of thoe "

These lines were written by
Thomas Green, of Ware, in the
year 1774, when only ten years
old. As Mr. Saunders says, “As
a marvel of precocious talent, it
deserves to rank with Milton’s
psalm, ‘Let us with a gladsome
mind,’ written at the age of fif-
teen.”

One of our most inspiriting
hymns, which stirs the heart like
the sound of the trumpet, is that
commonly known as “Corona-
tion.” It is frequently found in
our hymn-books credited to a Mr.
Dunecan, and sometimes to Row-
land Hill, with whom it was a
great favorite. Its real author,
however, was the Rev. Edward
Perronet, a Dissenting clergyman
in the time of the Wesleys. He
was a travelling companion and
kindred spirit with Wes-
ley, and it is pleasant to imagine
them joyously singing and
preaching their happy way
through Southern England.

A recent writer has given us
the following anecdote in connec-
tion with this grand hymn ; “The
late William Dawson, a highly
popular local preacher among the
Wesleyan Methedists of England,
Was, S0me years since, g
in London wupon the Moﬂm of
Christ. After presenting him as
the great Teacl?or and Priest,who
mlde lumself an offering for sin,

Em er introduced hiny as
the king of seints, Havingshown
himto be king in his ewn right,
he marshaled the immense pro
cession of patriarchs and kings,
prophets and apostles, martyrs
and confessors ef every age
time, until at length all his fol-
lowers were assembled, and the
imposing ceremony of corenation
was about to take place. The au-
dience were intensely excited,
and when Mr. Dawson begu
singing,

the audience sprang to their feet
and sung the bymn with such
spirit and feeling as perhaps it
wis never sung before, right ley-

ally paying their homage to Je

sus as their sovereign.” Perronet
wrete several books of sacred po-
etry, but only ene grand hymn,
and “tkat was enough ; that man
did net live in vain who taught
Christ’s Church her grandest cor-
onation song in honor of her
King.” Perronet died in 1792,
his last words being, “Glory to
God in the height of his divinity,
glory to God in the depth of his
bhumanity, glory to in his all-
sufficiency, and unto his hands
I commend my spirit.”

Owners of pine landsin the West
have been anxious (o realize the
greatest immediste profit from
their valuable acres ruther than
adopt measures whereby a rea-
sonable return would result from
labor and investment, and at the
same time fully utilize the {im-
ber cut.

Bummer Blankets for Horses.

Blanketing horses in Summer
is now an acknewledged necessi-
ty; and light blankets are now
an important portion of the har-
ness-maker’s stock. The mater-
ials used for these are brown and
bleached linen, scrims, flannel
and light cotten duck. Muslin
sheets are also used; but these,
as wel! as those made of duck.are
not popular. Linen and flannel
are the favorite goods; they cost
more, but are durable and look
vell. Twilled braid is used for
binding and joining and some of
the finer qualities have mono-
grams er the name of the horse
werked on with very narrow
braid of the same shade as the
binding. Secrims is used more as
a protection against flies than
for any other purpose ; and being

ery loosaly woven, requires to
ba well bound at the seams. A
strip of light leather should be
stitched on under the braid, eith
er on the back of the scrims or
between it and the braid. The
edge of the scrims must be turn-
ed in so that the ounter row ef
stitches will pass through two
thicknesses ; if this is not done it
will ravel and the binding will
come off. — Young Folks Rural.

Wasted Pertilizers.

The Farmer's Home Jouraal
says: On every old place in Cen-
tral Kentucky there are such
things as old woed piles, where
chips have aceumulated and de-
composed for fiftly years; then
there are old piles ot ashes some-
times three or four feet deap,
which have been accumulating
for the same length of time ; then
there are old straw piles and

have never been hauled out;
again there are deposils under
